By Large Majority 


By n vote of S84 to 25 the citizens of 


the Covina grammar school district car- 
ried Monday the $l.r>0,000 bond election 
for the crcr.tior. of niv.v grammnr school 
buildings. 


The need of new buildings was so ap- 


parent that no one anticipated nny ser- 
ious opposition to the bond issue. The 
vote recorded was a spontaneous ex- 
pression of the people, ns little effort 
was made to influence the vote. Outside 
of the publicity given to the project by 
the Argus, tho announcement made at, 
the various churches on Sunday, a 
short parade of the junior grades of 
the grammar school on Monday, nnd the 
use of the telephone on the jmrt of a 
few public-spirited citizens, no concert- 
ed effort was mndo to get tho voters to 
the polls. 


At the expiration of the time requir- 


ed by Inw, seven days following the 
election, the vote will be officially can- 
vassed by tho school 
trustees, 
after 


which immediate steps will he taken 
by the board to complete all the pre- 
liminary arrangements for the early 
commencement of the actual construc- 
tion of the work. It is expected that 
the board will make its selection of an 
architect at its next meeting. When 
this is done it is believed that tho plans 
can be prepared and the contract ready 
to let as soon ns the bonds nre sold. 


In anticipation of a favorable vote, 


tho m'ombers of the board have already 
visited many of tho recently-erected 
schoolhouBOB throughout the county nnd 
familiarized themselves with tho many 
conveniences 
and 
improvements in 


school architecture during the past few

New Packing House 


And Pre-coolhig Plant 


The stockholders of the Covina Citrus 


Association, tho parent orange packing 
association in the Covina district, at a 
called meeting held in the Woinnn's 
club-house on Tuesday morning, author- 
ir.ed their directors to incur an indebt- 
edness of .i 140,000 for the erection of 
n new (lacking house nnd n pro-cooling 
plant. 


For several years it has been appar- 


ent Mint the packing house lacked the 
facilities for the economical nnd suc- 
cessful handling of the association's 
large output of fruit, nnd but for the 
war, s'ops would have been token be- 
fore for (ho erection of a neiv house. 


Tmmednitely at the close of the pres- 


ent navel season the present house will 
be moved to the reur of the property 
niid construction on the new building 
commenced at once. Tho new house, 
which will be equipped with the latent 
modern machinery, will have a packing 
capacity of eight cars a 
clay. 
This 


houre when equipped will cost in the 
neighborhood of $00,000. It will be fin- 
ished well in advance of next year's 
crop. The present Valencia crop will 
be packed in tho old house. 


Tho action of the stockholders in or- 


dering their directors to erect a pro- 
cooling plant was somewhat of n sur- 
prise. It is a step, however, that every 
large association will take in tho near 
future.'Tt has been demonstrated, when 
a packing house has a sufficient output 
to run almost continuously throughout 
tho year, that the saving to bo made bv 
operating its own pro-cooling plant will 
pay for the original cost within a few 
years. Tho plant to bo erected by the 
Covina Citrus Association -will have a 
capacity of ten ears of fruit. At pres- 
ent it will be the only pro-cooling plant 
in the Covina district, 


Tho Covinn Citrus Association was 


organised in 1805. Its first manager 
wns H. 13. Chosobro, who was succeeded 
by Googo Atwood, now of Orange?, then 
by tho late Mr. George Anderson, who 
was fatally injured in nn automobile 
accident at Lonog Beach, and upon his 
death, W. W. .Bennett, 
the 
present 


manager, assumed charge. Mr. Frank 
Anderson, who has boon house foreman 
for ft number of years, although still a 
young niftn, is today the senior packing 
house man in the Covina district, hav- 
ing been with this association in one 
capacity or another for over twenty

they rrmld be fjit per pent higher than 
the pre-war,years—which they are not 
—and March, 910, would still measure 
up to a strong pre-war normal. 


These figures are official and come 


from the United States department of 
labor, and therefore arc dependable. 


With available April flgurp.sf though 


scattered and unofficial, showing still 
better increases than those of March— 
in some cases by 30 to 40 per cent—it 
is accepted in competent building cir- 
cles in Los Ajigclcs that normal build- 
ing conditions have returned. 


As if to emphasize the warnings put 


out by the building development com- 
mittee that the supply of building labor 
would fjiiickly be absorbed and depicted, 
contractors the present week actually 
are confronting shortage of carpenters 
and, 
if returning soldier continents do 


not speedily swell tho supply, an appeal 
for outside carpenters seems almost cer 
tain to occur soon. This situation mere- 
ly serves to emphasize the fact, it is 
pointed out, that building labor wages 
are as low as they will be and if the 
present supply falls further below the 
present demand, not to mention increas- 
ed future demand, it seems almost cer 
tain that building labor -wages will 
shortly begin raising.
